Reference is made to the memorandum from Mr. Roach 
me dated May 13, 1955, in which it was reported that General Mark u 
Clark indicated to the Director on May 12, 1955, that he would 
request the Bureau to conduct investigations concerning certain 
individuals. Clark was informed by the Director that the investi- 
gations would be completed within two weeks. Mr. Roach advised 
that the Liaison Agent would follow this matter very closely with 
the Clark task force . 

At 2:15 P.M. on May 13, 1955, Liaison Agent Papich 
contacted General James George Christiansen, head of the. working 
committee of the Clark task force, at which time Christiansen 
stated that he was in the process of preparing a list of names of 
individuals who'iwere to be investigated by the Bureau. The Agent 
waited approximately - one hour at which time Chrisi-iansen made 
available the enclosed- communication dated May 13£~1955. The 
letiep sets outjthe names of the individuals concerning whom ^ 
General Clark desires that investigations be conducted. , J

The list wjas reviewed by the Liaison Agents in thef ' j) 
presence of General ^Christiansen and many of the names are identical 
with those which appeared on a list furnished by the Clark committee 
to the Bureau in January, 1955. At that time the Clark committee

The Liaison Agent explained to General Christiansen 
that it should be clearly understood that when investigations 
are initiated by the Bureau the employing agencies would 
undoubtedly become aware of the investigations • The Bureau, 
therefore, "could anticipate that queries would be made of the 
Bureau by the agencies • General Christiansen conferred with 
General Clark concerning this matter and then advised Agent 
Papich that as far as General Clark was concerned interested 
agencies could be advised by the Bureau that investigations had 
been instituted .

the Director of CIA could be expected to raise objections, Papich 
advised Christiansen that all of this was being directed to his 

I attention so that General Clark would have a clear understanding 
of the situation* He was informed that if the Bureau continued 
with any extensive investigation of a nature described above 3 the 
Bureau 3 of course 3 would continue to maintain the position that 
the investigation was being conducted at the request of General 
Clark * 


General Christiansen first stated that he was ; most 
appreciative of the Bureau* s cooperation in that he was contacted 
at this stage. He stated that after General Clark, .received the 
list from Senator McCarthy 3 he and General Clark conferred as to 
what action should be taken. It was finally resolved that it would 
be satisfactory to submit the names to the FBI for a review of its 
files. After this was done 3 General Clark was satisfied. Last 
week. General Clark conferred with General Christiansen and other 
assistants concerning the final preparations of the report covering 
the results of the survey conducted by the task force. Senator 
McCarthy * s list came up for discussion and General Clark took the 

( position that the task force report actually would not be complete 
unless the task force , could go on record that the names had been 
referred to the FBI for 'investigation. General Christiansen stated 
■ that he disagreed with General Clark *s viewpoint and he maintained 
the committee was in no position to go any further other than 
\to submit the names for a check of the Bureau* s files, Christiansen 

I advVsed that this was a disagreement between him and General Clark 
and that he was furnishing it to the Liaison Agent on a confidential 
basis. He then stated that General Clark was arriving at the 
National Airport in Washington 3 D,C* 3 at 1:15 P,M, 3 May 17 3 1955 3 to 
attend the. funeral of General Summer gll 3 former Army Chief of Staff,

At the 
time of the dissemination the Clark task force agreed that upon 
the completion of the task force r s assignment the documents would 
be returned to the Bureau . m By memorandum dated June 2, 1955 , 
captioned as above, I advised' that in accordance with instructions 
of Herbert Hoover , the Bureau material had been sent by the task 
force to Sher.man Adams of the White House . 

General James George ' Christiansen of the task force 
■advised that it was his understanding that the White House was 
assuming the responsibility concerning any action which might be 
initiated “ip the future relative to the individuals identified 
in the documents. General Christiansen advised that the task force, 
no longer possesses any. information disseminated by the Bureau as 
a restilt of the request which had been submitted by General' Clark. 

ACTION : 1 

The Bureau material disseminated to the Clark fyas force 
is now iP the 'possession of the Executive Branch o f 'f^h e\ Government , 
namely , the White House. Therefore, if you approve, no attempt 
will be made to obtain the material from the White House.
